The most froqncnt 
causes,of death have been from old age, con- 
sumptiou and epilepsy in the order named. The 
sanitary surroundings havo beon excellent, and 
thoyoar lias been almost entirely free from 
cases of bowel trouble, which are so common in 
nost.institutions.

Detective Malledy of Chicago, Sent 


Here to 
Look

Broke Into Northwestern

Car—Took Pail of Candy and Then 
Made Themselves 111. 


Detective Malledy of Chicago 'was in 


the city today and with the assistance of 
Chief of Police Hogan made the arrest 
of five Janesville boys on the charge of 
larceny. 
• 


The.prisoners, whose ages range from 


twelve'to. sixteen years, are: Charles 
Ross, John G-riOirj, Frank Fellows. John 
Cornelius and Charles Davis. 


When taken in charge by the police 


today the boys made a full confession, 
stating that Boss and Griffin did the 
stealing while the others were guilty of 
part'isipatiug in the spoils. 


The charge is that the boys broke in- 


to a-.freight car in the local Chicago & 
Northwestern yards and stole a pail of 
candy. 
The 
crime 
took place 
a 


week ago last Sunday, and ever since the 
police have been quietly at work on the 
case. : The candy was being shipped 
from Watertown to a merchant in Beloit. 


The boys committed the crime by 


tearing two boards from the car door. 
The door had been repaired and the 
boards placed in position temporarily. 


After stealing the candy the boys 


'took their pail to an empty coal car, 
where they made'themselves sick. After 
filling their stomachs, they stuffed their 
pockets, and made themselves popular 
with'-.every girl they met. 


The boys are all well' known, and are 


connected . with good families, who re- 
gret 'much their sons' arrest. 
•.At 11:30 o'clock this morning the 
five boys were brought into court. They 
•were then ordered to stand before the 
bar and each in turn explain what they 
had to do with the stealing. 


Boss pleaded guilty.

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Major General Leonard Wood, who 


lias been appointed military governor 
of Cuba, has had a career which may 
truly be called meteoric, even in this 
country of sudden rises from obscuri- 
ty. 
Two years ago he was an army 


surgeon with tho rank of captain and 
a salary of §2,000. He was plain Dr. 
iWood to the few people who knew 
him. Today ho.holds the highest rank 
an officer in the volunteer army can 
hold and is made military autocrat of 
the Pearl of the Antilles. 


A willingness to work very hard and 


his own personal popularity seem to 
have been the causes which have 
brought about this remarkable jump 
to prosperity. 
Of course 
the-' gray 


bearded brigadiers over whose heads 
General Wood has been jumped are 
saying sharp things concerning the ad- 
vancement of "the doctor who won 
shoulder straps by attending the presi- 
dent and the secretary of war," but 
that was to be expected. 


It is not denied that General Wood 


has been an intimate friend'of Presi- 
dent McKiuley and the physician of 
General Alger, but it is pointed out 
that his services as governor of San- 
tiago province merit the highest re- 
ward. 


-In short, it is claimed that General 
Wood is the most popular American 
officer in-Cuba and that he is the one 
man to handle the reins of government 
{hiring the critical reconstruction peri- 
od through which the island is now 
passing. 


General Wood is a Cape Cod boy. 


He was born, however,-in Winchester, 
N. H., but his parents removed to Buz-

This j 
petrified wood is hauled from its na- 
tive heath in Arizona, a distance of 
sixty-five miles, to a railroad, and then 
shipped to this city to he cut and pol- 
ished. It is shipped here in great logs 
and stumps, weighing many tons each, 
just as they have lain for many ages 
during the process required by nature, 
to turn the wood into beautiful and 
variegated colors of stone. 
The pro- 


cess of sawing the stone up in shape 
for polishing is most tedious, the huge 
machinery used for the purpose being 
able to saw only from an inch to three 
inches a day into it. After being cut 
and polished the stone is worked up 
into every conceivable shape, from cuff 
buttons to tops for center tables and 
great columns, which cost a small for- 
tune. The great exhibit which is to 
be made in Paris will be a wonderful 
advertisement for Sioux Falls, for the 
reason that nowhere else on earth is 
there machinery mammoth yet deli- 
cate enough' to sasv, polish and put into 
shape the variety of articles that will 
be on exhibition.—Sioux Falls Jour- 
nal.

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Some of the hardest worked men in

This is ow- 
ing to the terrible execution done by 
the Boer sharpshooters. 
After such 


battles as that at Stormberg, Magers- 
fouteiu or Modder river, where the 
British casualties ran up .into the hun- 
dreds, scores of wounded soldiers were 
left on tho veldt. It was the duty of 
the ambulance corps to go out and 
gather these in. aud whenever this has 
been possible it lias been done. 


There is nothing inspiring about this 


aspect of war. 
It is a dreadful part 


of the business. 
Of course the ambu- 


lance bearers become accustomed and 
hardened to the sight of blood aud 
wounded men, but they do not go 
about their work with the enthusiasm 
and dash of the men who do the kill- 
ing. 


Men seldom enlist for this work. 


When they join as recruits, they ex- 
pect to carry rifles and help win vic- 
tories. They do not .anticipate clear- 
ing a Held of the traces of a bloody 
fray. 
But it is a business of necessi- 


ty, so a certain number of men from 
each regiment is detailed for ambu- 
lance duty. 


These men are trained in the simple 


principles of first aid to tho wounded 
and 
are taught how to improvise 


stretchers, 
bandages 
and 
crutches. 


They learn how to make a. tourniquet 
out of a (stick and a handkerchief—a 
tourniquet that will stop the flow of 
lifeblood—aud they learn-how to take 
a helpless man back to the field (sur- 
geon's tent.

of the business at Aldershot. 
Since 


they have been fighting the Boers they 
have had many opportunities of put- 
ting these theories into practice. 


But the most picturesque aud inter- 


esting branch of this corps is the body 
of Indian dhoolie bearers, which was 
sent "posthaste from Bombay at the 
beginning of the war. A dhoolie is an 
Indian ambulance. 
It is of peculiar 


construction, and looks like nothing 
used here in the now world. 


It is really a big basket slung in the 


middle of a long bamboo pole. These 
baskets are about 6 feet long and 
feet deep. A man can stretch out in 
one quite comfortably. Over the basket 
is a light framework on which can be 
stretched a covering to keep off the 
sun or rain. 


The dhoolie bearers are mild eyed, 


meek, patient, strong limbed natives of 
India. They are not fighting men, but 
they are willing to go on the Geld of 
battle aud remove wounded sufferers 
under the flag of the lied Cross—and 
for a price. They are the finest ambu- 
lance carriers in the world. They are 
gentle as women aud know how to 
handle a wounded man so as to give 
him the least possible pain. 


When they have loaded him into the 


dhoolie and dropped the curtains, they 
put the pole across their shoulders and 
trot away with an easy step which 
gives .only a gentle 
swing to the 


basket. An uninjured man who rides 
in a dhoolie drops off into peaceful 
slumber and dreams he is a sea gull 
riding on .the waves. 
The wounded 


man almost forgets his pain. 
' These Indian dhoolie bearers are 
brave too. During some of th* recent 
battles in South Africa they have re- 
peatedly gone on the field under a hot 
fire to bring in wounded men. Many 
of them have been shot, but this seems 
to have made no difference to'the rest!1 
They are like the immortal Gunga 
Din, the Indian water carrier whom 
Kipling has described. You remember 
how Tommy Atkins appreciated 
the 


services of Gunga Din: 


Though I've curbed you ant] I've flayed you, 
By the living God that made you, 
You're a better man than I am, Gunga Bin.
